HoxoKONG, Sept. 1. — .\ rising of 
Cjiineso against foreigners has taken 
place in Foo Chow, owinfj to the ques- 
tion of a missionary title. The Ihiglish 
missionaries had accejjted a change of 
l(x;ation, but money hatl to be collected 
from local sources to pay compensation, 
and there was difficulty in collecting it 
from householders. The mob, waiting 
for the arrival of the native ofticial to 
inspect public works, stoned and ill 
treated two foreigners and destroyed 
the foreign recreation ground.s. They 
were quelled by native ]iolice. A 
British gunboat proceeds to Foo Chow, 
but officials are jireparcil to make 
necessary amends. 

Fierce weather has continueil along 
the Chinese coagt. Typhoons at Shang- 
hai and Hongkong caused serious 
damage to shipping there and at sea. 

The American treatiesconcluded last 
fall have been published by order of 
the American minister, and citizens or- 
dered to obey their provisions. The 
])rincipal point is that Americans shall 
not have anything to do with the opium 
tratric. The treaty is very unpopular 
among other merchants in China, and 
the Chinese arc di.ssatisficil with the 
treaty and vexed at the probable l e 
dtrictiou on emigration. They think 
American action unfriendly, and the 
withdrawal of Chinese students from 
,\merica to be sent to Kuropoan col- 
leges is solely ascrib(Hl to the hostile 
settlement about the treaties.

New York, Sept. l'7.— Daly's The 
ater was opened last night and a large 
audience was present to witness the 
performance of the farcial comedy call- 
ed "Quit.s. " Xc.arly all the other lead- 
ing theaters were closed out of res|)ect 
for the memorj- of the dead president. 
J uat before the performance ended a 
man, who aftcrwarils gave his name as 
Ivlward ('. McDonald, mounted the 
front stP[)s and in a loud and angry 
speech ilcnounced the nmmigenient of 
tiie theater for keeping it oiien, saying 
that it was an insult to the feelings of 
evriy .Vmcric.in citizen. \ largo 
crowd was soon attracted, anil it be- 
came so violent and noisy that the po- 
lice ordered ]McI)onald to move away. 
iMcDonakl continued his harangue and 
the crowd became ,10 demonstrative that 
the [lolice were compelled to disperse 
the people. 

Sax Francisco, Sept 27. — The fun- 
eral services of Garfield were strikingly 
solemn. All business was snsjiendeil 
throughout ( 'alifornia. 

l.oNiHiM, Sept. --The princi|ial 
shops iu London are draped in black 
to (lay. No such feeling has over been 
manifested by English peojile before on 
the death of a ruler of another nation. 
When the prince consort died twenty 
years ago the public paid no such hoiiors 
to his memory as they are now payini: 
to Garfield. "Albert, the good," as 
his eulogist called him, never obtained 
hold of England. lie was from first to 
last regarded as a woe German I.ardie 
and a Hanoverian rat, and when ho 
died poimlar synijiathy went out to the 
queen hut there was no genuine mourn- 
ing for the eminent foreigner. (iai 
field's life and death however have a[i 
pealed strongly to the best feelings of 
England. I'lnglish democracy, now all 
powerful, was proud to know' that a 
man of his rank anil condition had 
been made the ruler of fifty millions of 
people, wliilo the late president's family 
relations, the purity of his private life, 
the iiluck ho showed when the doctors 
were hacking and hewing him, and the 
brave front with which he met death, 
stirred the heart of the people in a won- 
derful degree. The name of Garfield is 
now the household word throughout 
the.se islands, nothing could be more 
noble or generous than the syni]iathy 
of the people, but 1 do not think it 
finds a very felicitous expression in the 
editorial articles of some of the London 
newspapers. Writers regard thibi as 
an appropriate occasion for preaching; 
long sermons on the evil eflccts of \«> 
litcal corruption .and dwelling on the 
evils brought about by awarding ndices 
for political .services. 

Lo.NDo.v, Sept. 2,'j.- Si. l^uils cathe- 
dral was absolutely crammed this after- 
noon, it having been announced that 
the services would relate to thi; death 
of President Garfield. A majority of 
the congregation was in mourning. 
When the Dead Mai'cli in Saul was 
played the whole congregation, number 
ing many thousands, rose and reniiiinetl 
standing amid profound silence, all 
showing grief and many weeping. 
Canon Stubba preached and specially 
referred to the cruel manner of the 
president's death. Jle extolled his life 
and manly views and expressed sym- 
pathy for the sorrowing American na- 
tion. 

(iKNEVA, Sept. — ^lemorial :iCi-- 
vices were held in the American h'.pis- 
copal church yesterday. Nearly all 
the American and Knglish residents 
wore present. 

Roue, Sept. "27. — •Americans here arc 
so few it was impracticable foi' them 
to make any public manifestations, 
but their hou.ses wore closed to-dav. 

Bkums, Sept. 27. — Funeral services 
were held in the American chapel ca- 
thedral yesterday, rrofu.se displays of 
dra[)ed stars and stripes were made 
and the whole diplomatic body were 
present. 

San Fhaxcisco, Sept. 27. — The 
draping of the city swept the market 
bare of black and white and white 
cambrics and nearly all the mualin is 
also gone, ^lessrs. Sachs, Heeler it 
Co. were of the opinion that two months 
would elap.se before the market will bo 
restored with cambrics. It is estimated 
that .$200,000 has boon expended in 
il raping the city. 

Clevel.\sd, Sept. 28. — Mrs. Ciar 
field and her children and grandmother 
Garfield were driven to ITnion depot 
this morning in close carriages where a 
special train had been made up to take 
them to i\lentor.

Even 
many car and draymen have theii- 
whips draped, and in what are genei.'il 
ly tlic busiest thoroughfares, such as 
Strand, Fleet street and C'hcaiiside, 
many shops and daily newspapersoilices 
are partially closed. Many shops dis- 
play largo portraits of Garfield in their 
windows. Indications of mourning arc 
also visible at the royal palaces and a 
number of private residences through

A GREAT DISASTER ! 

Total Destruction of a Fraser 
River Steamboat. 

THE MAOHIFIGENT E. J. IRVING 
BURNED AT HOPE. 

EVERTTHINQ A TOTAL LOSS. 



TWO LIVES LOSr-SEVEfiAL ftjARROW 
ESCAPES.

At about 2:40 o'clock lo day the 
whistle of the Klizabeth ■). Irving an- 
nounced tho near approach of that vessel 
to this place. She was bound f(U' Yale, 
and ns alio rounded the pohit it wa.s seen 
llwt sho was heavily hulon with freight 
and had a large number of passenger.s. 
The steamer soon arrived alongside the 
bank in front of this place and scuiie of 
paasengoi's and tho purser witli the mail 
for Hope leaped ashore. Almost imme- 
diately afterwards smoke was seen i.ssiiing 
from amidships of the Htcanier just abaft 
the boiler, where a quantity of hay from 
Ladnor's Landing was stowed. Some 
one shouted "Fire ! Fire !" ;iml the 
hands started towards the spot; 
but in an instant the Dro spread from 
bale to bale and soon all the li.ay was a 
mass of llamcB. The smoke and heat 
drove back tho hands and the firoshot in t" 
air and enveloped the upper works of tho 
steamer which were soon burning fiercely. 
Tho jjftssengers, ofticora and crew, fiiuling 
the boat doomed, turned to .save them- 
selves. Brief as was the time fiom 
the cry of lire lo the lciu>w- 
lodge tliat the lioat could iioi lie 
saved, tho.so on board (many of ihe pas- 
sengers having juiniiod :i.shorc at the lirsi 
alarm) had difiiculty in getting oil'. Some 
had tT plunge into the river and .swam 
ashore. A ilrs. .Jones was liailly and 
several others slightly burned, Tho 
townspeople rendered every assistance to 
those on board, but all the freight, bag'^age 
and mails were destroyed except the 
mail which the purser had in ch;ULce when 
he came off. The boat by this tinu' w;is 
alire from stem to atsrii. The tongues of 
tiamoa leaped high into the air and I lie tall 
pilothouse was wrapped as ina tloiy manlle. 
Some one either cut the hawser or it v. as 
burned; for at this stage tlie boat went 
adrift and lloatod rapidly down the river 
with tho current wluch runs swiftly. She 
ne.irly grounded on the point or bar just 
below the town, but continued to drift 
unlil about a mile further down. .\ 
few minutes afterwards tho steamer 
W estern Slope from Viotorih came round 
tho bond and reported tho Irving still 
burning fiercely. 

Capt Irving iind his men ilid all in tlieir 
power to check the tlames and tn save 
property, but the fire was too rapid. Two 
Indian women and two horses were 
burned t" death. All the cargo, abi)iit 
150 tons, tlie mail which was brought by 
the last ocear steamer from San Francisco, 
the ex[iress, [lasseiigers' higgie^e. aiol all 
tho valuable appurtenances of this iii.i;^iii- 
ficent vessel were burned. Capt. Irving 
informs mo that the steamer was unin- 
sured. The loss on tho boat will bo 
§60,000; on cargo at least tis much mure. 
Yale merchants and the railway c<.m- 
traotora are again heavy losers by this 
terrible disaster. 

Capt. Irving and a force of men have 
gone down to the wreck in canoes and 
are trying to save llie uiacliiiiery. 

The firo is supposed to luive origiiiaird 
from Indians Hinoking near the hay.

The Elizabeth J. Irving belonged to tho 
Pioneer Lino of which her captain, .lohn 
Irving, is principal owner. Sho was 1(59 
feet in len^Hi^by 33 feet 8 inches beam, 
built in watertight compartments. The 
value of the vessel was !>50,000 and of 
the cargo about .?n0,000. 

There was no insurance on the steamer. 
While sho was lying in this harbor an in- 
surance was effected for §50,000 which, 
howove. , expired seven days ago. Tho 
loss will, tlieroforo, fall heavily upon her 
owners. ' It is reported that there was a 
largo amount of bank bills on board for 
the raihv.ay contractors. As it was in an 
iron safe it may be recovered. 

orilKl: STIJA.MUOAT DLSASTKltS. 

The onlj- steamboat previously destroy- 
ed by lire in these waters was a sidewheel 
steamer called the Sea Bird, which left 
Victoria early on a smiling morning in 
August, l.SoS, lilled with passengers and 
freiL;lit for Vale. .Vfter rounding Trial 
Island smoke was ili.scoveretl issuing from 
Ihe fi'iehatch. The lire spread rapidly 
and ti'.e boat v.as run ashore on an island 
wliere .she burned to the water's edge. 
The passengers and crew escaped. 

Aiii'lher disaster which involved a loss 
i.f life oeeiirred to tho atornwhecl steamer 
I'liil ^ale, which in .\pril, 18C1, blew uj) 
when two miles above Hope, killing her 
captain, Wm. .lamicson, and several 
others. 

The nu.xt disaster oecurred at the 
nii'uth of this harbor in August, • 18(11, 
when the steamer Cariboo blew up, kill- 
ing .\rcbibald .lamieson, ^her cap- 
tain and owner, and tivi^ or six others. 

In tho fall of JS5l( the steamer Calc- 
tlonia blew up when crossing tho gulf, and 
li\ persons were killed. 

In tho winter of 1870 tho steanior 
(ileiiora was lost in Fraser river, having 
been cut liiwiigb by ice, .-md in the sum- 
iner of the same year another stoainer, 
Ihe name of which escapes us now, struck 
a rock in Stickeon river and became a 
letal wreck. By these two last wrecks no 
lives were lost.

Tli« keel (jf tho Eliszbeth.J. Irving was 
laid in April last. She w.'is built by .^Ir. 
A. Watson and her engines and boilers 
wore furnished by the Albion Fotiiidiy. 
From stem to stern the I']. J. Irving was 
tho finest vessel of any class ever built for 
the navigation of these waters. She was 
truly a floating palace. Neither money, 
skill nor ingenuity weresp.arodin her con- 
struction. On last M(Uiday evening she 
sailed proudly into this harbor, the 
steam whistle lier.alding her .approach, 
and her electric lights glowing brightly at 
the fore.

ferring certain charges against 
the rev. gentleman before the presby- 
tery. Mr. Wright is charged, 1st, with 
having in July last insulted the peti- 
tioner's daughter Maggie by iloubtiiig 
her veracity; ^nd, having three weeks 
afterwards debarred her from the 
Lord's table without fair trial; 3rd, 
with having on August 7th re-openeil 
the trouble at the close of divine service 
by reading certain correspondence and 
other documents in reference to the 
eiioir trouble, justifying his and the 
session's conduct in the matter, and 
unfairly putting the blame on Miss 
Willis. The petitioner claimed that 
the statements had a tendency to in- 
jure his ilaugliter before the congre- 
gation, of which she had for six years 
been a diligent worker, giving lier ser- 
vices as organist without stint and 
without remuneration. 

Kingston, Sept. IG. — A cable mes- 
sage received yestonlay from Sir .lohn 
Rose slates that Mr. Henry Hunt 
ilogan,wlio ])assed so creditably through 
the Royal Military (Jollcge, Kingston, 
being one of the first four at tlie last 
examinations and entitled to a commis- 
sion in the Imperial service, has re 
ceived his commission in the 78th High- 
land Regiment, now stationed in Af- 
ghanistan.
